panies asserted that fewer than 500 
men had struck. 
The cars were late in getting away 


from the barns, which led to the be- 
lief early in the day that a serious 
tie-up had been effected.

spector Max Schmidtberger during

598 of the 1,291 
cars operated

About fifty cases of intimidation 


and other disorderly acts were re- 
ported during the forenoon to police 
headquarters including a demonstra- 
tion at one of the New York rail- 
way's carbarns which called police 
reserves there. The threatening at- 
titude of the strikers and their sym- 
pathizers 
frightened a number of 


local crews into returning their cars 
to the barns. 
There were few ar- 


i ests. 
As the day wore on however, it 


appeared that the strike was gain- 
ing headway. 
Inspector 
Schmidt- 
berger reported that in many cases 
cars that had started from the barns 
in the early 
morning 
were with- 


drawn before the noon hour and at 
that time those on the New York 
Railway company's lines had been 
reduced to 467. The strike, more- 
over threatened to spread to lines 
m Staten Island. 
There was some disorder in the 


neighborhood of car barns in var- 
ious parts of the city including the 
smashing of car 
windows and at- 


tempts to pile obstacles 
on 
the 


tracks, but the police 
seemed 
to 


have the situation well in hand.

red today when Charles Sherman, a 
strike breaking conductor, leaned 
from his car and was struck by an 
elevated pillar. His neck was brok- 
en.

HINTS TO PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


He^sion Fly Uncommon in Ohio This 


Summer. 


So little infestation by Hession fly 


ias been reported in Ohio this year 
.hat entomologists at the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station t-re now advising 
'armers that wheat may be seeded 
at the usual dates this fall without 
serious damage from this insect. 
If 


.he pest has been noticeable in any 
district, community organization may 
be effective in its control. 


L,-st year an organization of farm- 


ers in Miami county and vicinity re- 
duced the infestation by Hessian fly- 
in this year's crop in that section to 
:he normal, 
in several years im- 


mediately preceding wheat growing 
here had been a gamble. 
The 


Change came by the farmers wait- 
ing for the specialists of the Experi- 
ment Station to give the signal to 
sow. Wheat was not seedsd before 
October. 
In this way the fly was 


avoided. 
The time for seeding and other 


facts on whcLt culture are given in 
Bulletin 298, which may be obtain- 
ed from the Experiment Station at 
Woonter.

Specimens for identification should 


include the roots, stems, leaves and 
flowers, or fruits. 


Cockroach Control. 


Cockroaches shun nearly all pois- 


onous baits, but they can be held in 
check by the use of certain trade 
remedies, repellents and insecticides. 
Substances with tarlike odor render 
conditions unsuited to the liking of 
the insects. 


Powered borax is effective when 


used to wash the walls and floors in- 
fested with roaches. 
Unclean sur- 


roundings and loose woodwork in 
houses attract these pests. 
Details 


of treatment are given in the August 
Monthly Bulletin of the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station.

Money In Chin* and Egypt. 


Coins were made iu China so long 


ago. it is said, as tbe year 2250 B. C., 
but they could not Lave been other 
than portions of metal cast into porta- 
ble shape, such as were all the earliest 
moneys. In Egypt, the cradle of civili- 
zation and commerce, strange to say, 
there was no imperial coinage. Copper, 
silver and gold were used, but they 
were manufactured into lumps, shaped 
kOtaetimes like brick, and in the case.of 
gold and silver were molded in rings, 
like tbe ancient Irish money of ten 
centuries ago. It appears almost in- 
conceivable that a people who created 
the pyramids and erected such mag- 
nificent temples should have been en- 
tirely ignorant of coins. Yet it is cer- 
tain from tbe statements of Herodo- 
tus that such was the case. The first 
coinage of money iu Egypt was not 
struck to assist tbe Egyptians them- 
selves in their commercial dealings, 
but. rather, because the foreign mer- 
chants with whom they traded, the 
Greeks and the Phoenicians, demand- 
ed some medium which would have the 
guarantee of its value apparent on it
